Dong an merely bad a hunting lodg e on 
Staten Island, and it is sig nificant of 
the state -of that portion of New York 
city at the end of the seventeenth cen­ 
tury that at a m eeting of the colonial 
council the g overnor w*as entered on 
the minutes as "absent, bfdng eng ag ed 
a t his hunting lodg e on Staten Island 
killing bears,” 
Bed low’s island, on which the statue 
of Liberty stands, w*as purchased In 
1716 by an Eng lishman named Bedlow. 
who had amassed a larg e fortune in the 
E ast India trade and was an acq uaint­ 
ance of the then g overnor, ihe notori­ 
ous Lord Cornbury . Bedlow received 
from Cornbury the privileg e of victual­ 
ing the British fleets which freq uenteil 
New York, It was a most profitable 
monopoly , having In it g reat possibili­ 
ties of g raft. Cornbury Is supposed to 
have "stood in” with Bedlow*. When 
Bedlow died suddenly Cornbury seized 
all his papers, collected all the out­ 
standing debts due the contractor, and 
kept every thing of Bedlow’s he could 
lay his hands on, leaving Befilow’s wid­ 
ow and children in poverty . Bedlow’s 
Island was boug ht and used by the con­ 
tractor while he victualed the fleets as 
a depot for his stores. 
Corlear’s Hook takes its name from 
Jacob ("orlear, the city trum peter In 
the old Dutch day s. Governor Beek- 
man boug ht it from him. The g overnor 
also boug ht a country estate, the site 
of which is commemorated by Beek- 
man street 
The true meaning of the word Man­ 
hattan, orig inally spelled variously as 
Mana-ha-ta, Manbattoea and M anhat­ 
tan, is bid in my stery . It is not even 
certain wlietber it was the name of the 
place or of the tribe which Inhabited it, 
or of botl). The old idea th a t the word 
m eant Place of Drunkenness has been 
satisfactorily confuted, but w*hat does 
the w*ord nnsin?—New \Tork Press.
